The Mayor takes some hard, well-de- 
served cracks at the Rapp-Coudert Com- 
mittee which, he implies, has been wasting 
the taxpayers’ money playing politics. 

The Welfare Department. budget. includes 
some sharp cuts which, the Mayor says, is 
due to cutting down of home relief. No 
funds, however, are provided for child care 
centers, though the Mayor had previously in- 
dicated that all city funds for that purpose 
would come oyt of the Welfare Department. 

The tax rate is raised 15c for every $100 
of assessed valuation, which amounts to 
about $9 a year for the average family- 
homeowner. The Mayor proposes a special 
session of the State Legislature to provide 
$36,000,000 in order to cut this rate down 
to 9c per $100 below the current rate. Should 
the Legislature agree to raise the funds by 
such means as projected by the Lawyers 
Guild program or by the resolution of Coun- 
cilman Cacchione, it would be welcome. 

In that case, wartime requirements would 
seem to call for use of part of the $36,000,000 
to improve the education system, and to 
allocate funds for a wartime child care pro- 
gram. If this were done, the tax rate would 
still remain lower than it is today. 

Hearings on the budget take place April 
8 and 9. Already real estate interests have 
rallied to fight for cuts in the Mayor’s 
budget. All labor and progressive organiza- 
tions should be out in force at these hear- 
ings to resist realty interests and to win im- 
provements in the budget. | 


Misuse of the Army 


EW recent disclosures have been more 
amazing than the revelation by the cur- 
rent CIO News of what the Army officialdom 
has been up to at Fort Snelling, Minn. Photo- 
graphs taken from a St. Paul newspaper 
bring out that the military police at that 
army post have been “demonstrating” how 
to smash American “strikers.”
